1. Booklets published for adults and youth members providing 
instructions on how to identify and deal with a child abuser. 

2. Special training on the subject for Scouting Professionals and 
adult volunteers.

4, Adult volunteer applications rewritten to include questions about 
applicants background that might help to spot a molester.

Prosecution to file 
more charges

GALENA, 111. — An East Dubuque man sexually 
abused at least four youths over a 20-year period, a 
-prosecutor charged in Jo Daviess County Circuit 
Court Tuesday. 

Gary Radloff, 39, sat quietly during the prelimi- 
nary hearing but did testify briefly about where he 
has lived and the three jobs he held before his arrest 
last week. 

Radloff is charged with one count of aggravated 
criminal sexual abuse. However, the prosecutor, 
State's Attorney Chris Moore, said more charges 
would be filed before Radloff s arraignment at 3 p.m.

Radloff was released from custody late Tuesday 

afternoon after posting 10 percent of the $50,000 

bond that Associate Circuit Court Judge Eric DeMar 

had refused to lower. 

Radloff was being held in the Carroll County Jail 
in Mount Sterling, instead of the Jo Daviess County 
Jail, for "security reasons," Sheriff Steve Allendorf 
said this morning. 

In court Tuesday, Moore questioned Jo Daviess 
Detective David Roiing about the investigation that 
led toRadloffs arrest 

Roiing said an East Dubuque man first contacted 
the East Dubuque Police Department when he found 
out Radloff was the only one to attend an organiza- 
tional meeting for a Big Brothers-Big Sisters group. 
The man said he had been sexually abused by Rad- 
loff as a teenager and said his younger brother also 
claimed sexual abuse by Radloff in the early 1970s. 
■ Roiing said he discovered Radloff was scoutmaster 
* of Troop 14 in East Dubuque and contacted the 
Northeast Iowa Boy Scouts Council for a list of the 
troop members. 

Roiing said he then began contacting parents and 
interviewed a 14-year-old East Dubuque boy. 

The youth * 4 said on several occasions he (Radloff) 
had made sexual advances to him," Roiing said. 

The 14-year-old said he and a 15-year-old had gone 
camping with Radloff in June 1986 and that Radloff 
took the boys' clothes off, masturbated them and 
performed oral sex on them, Roiing said. 

The detective said the 15-year-old later supported 
those charges. 

"What we have heard here today is that we have 
proof of a 20-year-old pattern of abusing young 
boys/* Moore told Judge DeMar. 

DeMar turned down the defense's request that 
Radloff be relased on his own recognizance, and or- 
dered that Radloff not have contact with members of 
his former troop if he did post bond. 

Roiing had said Radloff apparently met with some 
of the Scouts in his troop after Radloff was suspend- 
ed from his post last month.

GALENA, 111. — An East Dubu- 
que man appeared in court Thurs- 
day for an initial appearance on a 
charge of aggravated crirninal sex- 
ual abuse. 

Gary RadlorT, 39, said nothing as 
Circuit Court Judge Harold D. 
Nagel explained the charge against 
him. 

If convicted, RadlorT faces three 
to seven years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 

A preliminary hearing and a 
bond reduction hearing in the case 
have been set for Tuesday at 1:30 
p.m. 

Radloff is charged with commit- 
ting an oral sex act on a youth 
between the ages of 13 and 15 
sometime in June 1986. Court 
papers identify the youth involved 
by the youth's initials. 



According to a bond-reduction! 
motion filed by defense attorney! 
JerYery Trannel of Dubuque, Rad- ; 
loff has no prior criminal record \ 
and no history of mental illness. \ 

In addition, Radloff was ap- 
proached by Jo Daviess County 
deputies several months ago about 
the impending charge but did not 
flee, the motion says. 

Radloff was scoutmaster of 
Troop 14 in East Dubuque for four 
years. He was suspended from that 
position Oct. 24 after authorities 
advised scout leaders of the in- 
vestigation. 

Jo Daviess County State's Attor- 
ney Chris Moore said any East Du- 
buque-area parents who are 
concerned their sons may have 
had some involvement with Rad- 
loff should call the county sherifF s
